How lo Die on th e S tage. 
“ That's what you're after,’1 said G. 
A. Graver, the courteous stage manager 
of Haverly's Brooklyn theater to a Star 
reporter. “ How do actors die on the 
stage? In various ways, I should say; 
from a great many causes, or from no 
causes at all. In shooting scenes young 
i and inexperienced actors will fall before 
you see the flash or hear the report of 
the pistol shot. To 
stand without 
flinching while a pistol is aimed at you 
is not very easy. 
In our early days we 
fired cork balls at each other to over­ 
come our nervousness. Shooting acci­ 
dents are numerous on the stage. I 
need not remind you of the latest fatal 
case in Baltimore. Once we took six 
muskets from the property-room and 
found six slugs in every one of them. 
“ As to myself, I have suffered all man- 
I ners of death, figuratively, in the past 
twenty-five years. This is the first sea­ 
son in that long period that I am not 
acting. There were heavy pieces in 
( which I had to die every’ night for 
! weeks. I do not approve of Salvini’s 
death scenes, nor of the hospital at- 
j mosphere on the stage. 
I >eath from 
j corrosive poison is precedt*d by ex­ 
cruciating pains. Are they a fit subject 
for illustration? 
W. Goodall person- 
• ated at Barnum's Museum a drunkard 
suffering from delirium tremens. 
He 


I was seized with spasms, and was car­ 
ried off the stage, utterly exhausted. 
His representation of his celebrated 
i character of ‘Edward Middleton, the 
I Drunkard,’ was too realistic and re- 
! pulsivc to the audience. 
“ Consumption on the stage has not' 
spread much on this side of the Atlantic. 
Clara Morris has her peculiar cough as 
Laly of the Camelias. Matilda Heron 
surpassed her in that character. 
In 
‘Jack 
Sheppard ’ occurrs a scene 
where a clum is thrown over a man’s 
head and two rufliaus club him to death. 
The cloth was getting sat;lyrated with 
blood. The spectators objected to so 
brutal an exhibition, and now the bind- j 
geons do their work off the stage. Of a 
dozen men shot in a play, each one will 
act and die differently. 
“ At the old Bark Theatre, under Mrs. 
Conway’s management, I swung from 
the limb of a tree on the stage and pre­ 
vented the commission of a murder. 
The villain in the piece had inveigled a 
girl into a mountain glen, where Tie had 
already dug a grave for her. I hear 
her cries for help while standing on the 
top of cliff twenty feet high, and grasp- j 
ing the limb of a tree I swing down, ■ 
rescue the girl, and, with a terrific j 
blow of the spade, kill the villain. At ' 
the rehearsal I discovered a defective j 
spot in the sapling, which was to enable ! 
the rescuer to make his descent. 
“ I pointed out t he weak part to the car­ 
penter, who entered into an argument j 
and claimed the hickory was strong ! 
enough to hold an elephant. 
To put it ! 
to a test, I ran up the cliff and swung 
down. The sapling did break at the 
point I hail indicated, and I fell down, j 
but landed safely on my feet. Next time ! 
another sapling snapped, and Collin I 
Stuart broke his arm. 
Death by hang- I 
ing is a frequent occurrence on the stage. 
I was led to the gallows many times, for 
instance, in the ‘Carpenter of Bollen,’ !

to him its condemnation. 
Wherefore 
he lives his life surrounded by dead, I 
shriveled 
forms, eyeless, 
brainless, 
bloodless, whose only voice is from the 
grave of a dead past. 
If he breaks 
away from this oppression he is likely 
to run into extremes which violate all 
decency, all decorum, all propriety. I 
Freed fro rn his accustomed restraint he 
is apt to add a grossness to vice which 
makes it more hideous, if not more 
harmful.— Atlantic Monthly.

No. ‘205 Pearl Street was taken up, and 
on the door, close to the front door, was 
found the letter which had so long been 
missing. The place had been closed 
when visited by the carrier, and in 
thrusting the letter under the door he 
I had pushed it beneath the ll(X>r cover- 
i in^. 
In the autumn of 18.18 a young man 
named Alfred Wright was appointed a 
j clerk in the New Y’ork Post-odice on the 
' recommendation of the Post master of 
I Hartford, Conn., who had discharged 
him from his own office the preceding 
spring on suspicion of dishonesty. The 
suspicion arose from the unaccountable 
disappearance of some money letters 
from the box rented by an insurance 
company. When the cool weather of 
autumn caused the President of this 
company again to wear the light over­ 
coat which ne had laid aside at the end 
of spring, he found these letters in one 
of the pockets. Then he remembered 
that he must have taken them from the 
office one Sunday morning on his way 
to church, afterward forgetting them 
and putting away his overcoat for the 
season. 
Before the use of checks and drafts 
was as common as it is at present it was 
a customary piece of caution in sending 
considerable sums by mail to tear bank 
notes in halves and forward the pieces 
separately. Half of a $500 bill w'as sent 
in 1839 or 1840 in a letter which reached 
the New York Post-office addressed to 
“ William Warner, Fulton,” while on 
the line beneath this inscription wras 
written “ Alarket, 29.” 
The letter wras 
intended to reach stall No. 29, Fulton 
Market, but, owing to the peculiar form 
of the address, it was delivered at No. 29 
Market Street, where, by a strange co­ 
incidence, there also lived a William 
Warner. 
The mistake was discovered 
the next day, and the carrier in this 
case, who was Mr. Forrester himself, 
hastened up to No. 29 Market Street, 
where he learned that Mr. Warner was 
to sail that morning for New Orleans, 
and had already go ne aboard the Taro- 
linta, the vessel bound for that port. 
Hurrying down towm again, Mr. For­ 
rester found that the Tarolinta w as still 
lying out in the North Kivcr, and hired 
a boat to take him alongside.

Warner immediately gave up the letter 
and contents, by which he hail been 
much puzzled, and tho carrier returned 
to shore with a light h eart.-»V.

To keep poultry on the farm is eco­ 
nomical. 
When a farmer keeps a herd 
of cows, a dock of sheep, together with 
horses and hogs, there is always room 
on the farm for a good stock of poultry. 
Even when all the cows, sheep and hogs 
I are kept that there is room for, there is 
still room for poultry. 
It is almost a 
necessity for every family to keep a pig, 
in order that the refuse and house slops 
may be utilized; it is in the same sense 
that poultry are valuable—they are the 
scavengers of the farm. 
There is a 
class of fowls that require very much 
room on the farm. 
Still, they do not 
require room and attendance, and they 
may be kept in such a shiftless manner 
that they will be found unprofitable. 
All kinds of poultry may be Kept, pro­ 
vided they may have the run of the barn­ 
yard ; but they must be kept in such a 
manner as to prevent their ravages in 
garden and grain fields. 
Turkeys, 
ducks, geese and hens may be kept all 
summer without using one square yard 
of room available for any other purpose. 
Care should be observed, in providing 
for ducks and geese, that they may not 
have the privilege—for such they will 
deem it—of fouling tile water required 
for the stock, or making themselves a 
nuisance 
in 
any 
other 
manner. 
Y'oung chickens and turkeys will require 
some care for the first few weeks of their 
existence; after that they may be trusted 
to cate for themselves to a great extent. 
Poultry may Im* raised and a Hock of 
hens Kept, producing eggs all summer 
without the outlay of one dollar for 
grain. Sour milk from the dairy is very 
good for young poultry, and there arc 
many other articles of refuse on tho 
farm that can be profitably used iii the 
maintenance of fowls. 
Now, why is it 
that farmers do not indulge in the luxu­ 
ries of fresh eggs daily during summer 
and also of fresh poultry more than they 
«!*»? I kit jwr that it is too often the ease 
that all the eggs pivdtiecd on the farm 
are sold for groceries and other small 
i’ems of household expenses. 
I know 
I hat too often all the poultry are sold to 
the butcher, and that sometimes the 
farmer docs not ta*tc a fresh egg or a 
chicken during the entire year. This is 
unwise. 
With a little care sufficient 
eggs can be produced not only to make 
a profitable item in the farmer's income, 
but also to enable him to gratify his 
ta>te for fre*h eggs as well.

TnE operation of Bismarck’s tyran­ 
nical press law's is freshly illustrated by 
the experience of Herr Fusangel, editor 
of the Neue Bai/erische Volksblatt, who 
has just suffered two months1 imprison­ 
ment in a fortress for printing an arti­ 
cle censuring the Government in mod­ 
erate terms, and who is now publishing 
a series of articles on his life in jail. He 
was first confined in a cell without ven­ 
tilation, dimly lighted by a heavily 
grated window. His bed was a straw- 
sack covered with two woolen blankets. 
Neither sheets nor pillows were fur­ 
nished him. There was a stove in the 
cell, which was heated now and then 
for the purpose of suffocating him, he 
thought. Much of the time he had no 
fire, and then he nearly froze to death. 
His food was soup and chunks of meat, 
which he had to eat without knife or 
fork. Books and writing materials were 
denied him. After a time the jail doc­ 
tor saw that the poor journalist was 
likely to die under this treatment, and 
had nim removed to the hospital, where 
his food was better and he was told by 
the authorities that if his paper pub­ 
lished any thing objectionable to the 
Government during his imprisonment, 
he would be sent back to his old quar­ 
ters. 
Unfortunately for him, in spite of 
the orders he had given his assistants, 
an article did appear which aroused 
official anger, ana he was returned to 
the cell, his books and writing materials 
were taken from him, and also his clean 
linen and his toilet articles. 
Herr Fus­ 
angel protests against this treatment in 
the name of humanity, aud says that 
when he was sentenced to two months* 
imprisonment he was not sentenced to 
be tortured by cold and coal-smoko, 
and by a wretched bed and unfit nour­ 
ishment, nor to be persecuted intellect­ 
ually by being deprived of the means 
for employing his time in reading and

Last evening, in pursuance with the 
published call, the stockholders of the 
Oak Hill Cemetery Association, met at 
Dr. Barrows’ office.

A Resolution Passed Cooceruing the 
Support of tbs Insane—Other Hat 
ters of Interest 
As briefly stated in yesterday’s Gazette 
the County Board of Supervisors have 
taken an important step in regard to the 
expense attending the carisg for the in­ 
sane. Hitherto the Madison Asylum has 
yearly forwarded its bill to Rock county, 
for the care of its insane, charging $1.50 
a week for board, and giving a detailed 
statement whose total footing does nob 
vary much from $3,000 a year. 
The 
county has always paid the amount called 
for, and no more has been said aland it. 
The statutes provide that where an in­ 
sane person has property, or where there 
are 
relatives 
responsible 
for 
his 
support, the 
county 
thorough 
its 
District 
Attorney 
shall 
collect 
of such property or relatives tile amount 
which the county has had to pay. 
Hith­ 
erto there has been no such amounts col­ 
lected and no attempt to collect, the 
county paying the whole. 
Yesterday 
afternoon Mr. Ehlredge introduced a 
resolution instructing the District Attor­ 
ney to collect in accordance with the 
provisions of tile statutes, aud this called 
forth a lively discussion. It was stated 
by different members of the Board that 
they had l>een informed by persons hav­ 
ing relative's in the Madison Asylum, 
that they had sent money at different 
times directly to Madison for the sup(M>rt 
of their friends, ami some of the amounts 
hail never lieen credited, 
It was urged 
tlint an attempt to collect from thot*e 
restive* would cause these matters to Iff1 
l<Hiked after closely, and persons will- 
iii; to contribute for the support of 
friends could lie assured that the money 
was placed properly, and properly cred­ 
ited. Then there was another class, w ho 
were abundantly aizle to pay, but who 
never did pay, aud it was not fair for 
cither pro|K*rty owners bi be taxed to pay 
I iii Is which the law’ provided others should 
pay. 
It was also urged that some of the 
insane had property, and one instance 
was cited in which the patient had about 
$15,(KM worth of property, aud yet the 
county was paying for his support. 
By 
attempting bi collect it would become 
known who could pay, aud ought to pay, 
aud who could not. 
There were some of the Board who 
differed from these 
opinions. Some 
urged that it was hardly fair for u man to 
he called on to pay $1.50 a week for the 
hoard of an insane son or daughter, and 
then haveb» pay taxes on his property 
besides to support others. Some claimed 
that the asylums were charitable institu­ 
tions, aud that us those who had insane 
friends were obliged bi place them there, 
they ought not lie compelled to pay.

was also claimed that some, who had 
perhaps enough property to pay the re­ 
el iii red sum, would find it a heavy bur­ 
den to do so, aud it would cripple them 
financially.
